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PROFILE — VITELLIUS,  Roman  Emperor,  69  A.LL 

Aulus  Vitellius,  born  15  a.d.,  was  the  son  of  Lucius  Vitellius,  who  had  been 
consul  and  was  governor  of  Syria  under  Tiberius.  Aulus  was  himself  consul  in 
48  and  about  60  proconsul  in  Africa,  where  he  acquitted  himself  with  credit. 

^  Under  Galba  he  was  given  command  of  the  legions  in  Lower  Germany,  where 
W0.  made  himself  very  popular  with  his  troops.  After  a  sudden  military  revolution, 
on  the  2nd  of  January  69  at  Colonia  Agrippiniensis  (Cologne)  he  was  proclaimed 
emperor.  He  at  once  commenced  to  march  on  Italy,  even  before  he  had  heard 
of  the  assassination  of  Galba,  which  occurred  about  the  15th  January.  His  generals 
defeated  Otho  in  North  Italy,  the  Senate  accepted  him  and  he  then  had  undisputed 
command  of  the  whole  empire. 

Vitellius  showed  indications  of  a  desire  to  govern  wisely  but  he  gave  more 
attention  to  the  pleasures  of  the  table  than  to  the  business  of  government.  On  the 
1st  of  July  Vespasian  was  hailed  emperor  at  Alexandria  and  the  Illyrian  ]egions 
declared  for  him  and  invaded  Italy;  troops  dispatched  against  them  were  defeated. 
Vitellius  wished  to  resign  but  was  prevented  from  doing  so  by  the  praetorians. 
On  the  entrance  into  Rome  of  troops  supporting  Vespasian,  Vitellius  was  found, 
seized,  dragged  through  the  streets  and  killed  by  the  mob  on  22nd  December, 
a.d.  69.

Chapter  IV :  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  THE  EAST  AND  WEST. 


There  is  no  agreed  date  that  can  be  placed  as  the  commencement  of  what  is 
known  as  the  Byzantine  Empire.  When  Constantinopolis  was  founded  by  Con¬ 
stantine  the  Great,  his  new  capital  city  of  the  East  was,  in  effect,  little  more  than  a 
moving  of  the  centre  of  the  Roman  Empire  as  a  whole  away  from  Rome  itself,  but 
the  gap  between  the  old  and  new  capital  cities  grew  ever  wider  as  the  years  pro¬ 
gressed  until  separation  came  about.  The  Western  Empire  was  soon  to  fall,  but 
it  is  customary  to  date  the  commencement  of  the  Eastern  Empire  not  from  this 
event,  but  rather  from  the  death  of  Theodosius  the  Great  in  395,  or  from  the  reforms 
of  Anastasius.  Thus,  from  the  numismatic  angle,  the  coin  of  the  Eastern  Emperor 
Marcian  already  mentioned  (the  first  to  show  the  figure  of  Christ)  might  be  consider] 
by  some  numismatists  to  belong  to  the  early  Byzantine  coin  series  rather  than  t 
late  Roman. 
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The  early  emperors  of  the  Eastern  Empire,  however,  continued  the  monetary 
traditions  established  at  Rome  and  thus  the  types  and  coins  show  little  change. 
The  reforms  made  by  Anastasius  in  498  set  the  Byzantine  coinage  upon  a  course  of 
its  own,  and  with  the  new  coins  and  denominations,  new  types  begin  to  appear. 
The  Byzantine  gold  coins,  bezants  as  they  came  to  be  known,  circulated  far  and 
wide,  and  these,  with  bronze  coins  which  were  struck  in  large  numbers,  were  those 
mainly  used,  as  silver  was  not  employed  to  a  great  extent.  Christian  types  are  in 
evidence  at  all  periods,  this  being  a  continuation  of  the  tradition  established  at  Rome; 
and  amongst  the  early  types,  Victory  holding  a  long  cross,  and  the  cross  of  Christ, 
appear  very  frequently.  During  the  reign  of  Tiberius  II  (578-582)  the  inscription 
lvx  mvndi  (The  Light  of  the  World)  appears  around  a  cross  on  some  silver  coins,  and 
also  the  cross  first  appears  on  steps.  Justinian  II  during  his  first  reign  (685-595) 
styles  himself  as  servus  christi  (The  servant  of  Christ)  and  on  the  reverse  of  his 
coins  the  bust  of  Christ  is  introduced  as  a  new  type,  with  the  inscription  ihs. 
Christos  rex  regnantium  (Jesus  Christ,  King  of  Kings).  It  would  appear  very 
strange  that  this  description  of  the  emperor  and  the  new  type  should  have  been 
introduced  by  one  who  was  exiled  on  account  of  his  cruelty  to  his  subjects.  On  tl 
coins  Christ  is  depicted  with  a  flowing  beard  and  hair,  His  right  hand  is  raised, 
His  left  hand  He  holds  the  book  of  the  Gospels,  and  behind  His  head  are  seen  t 
arms  of  the  cross  (Fig.  31).  On  some  specimens  Christ  is  shown  as  a  much  younger

man  with  short  beard  and  curly  hair,  and  of  idealised  style.  It  is  impossible  to  tell 
whether  these  coins  show  the  appearance  of  Christ  as  He  was  during  His  earthly 
lifetime  as  no  authoritative  contemporary  description  or  picture  of  His  features  is 
known.  From  written  records  such  as  those  of  John  of  Damascus  and  Nicephorus 
Callisti,  amongst  other  details  it  is  suggested  that  He  was  bearded,  and  this  is  in 
agreement  with  what  is  possibly  the  oldest  known  painting  of  Christ  in  existence 
which  is  to  be  found  on  the  ceiling  of  the  catacomb  of  Domitilla  in  Rome.  Taking

into  account  the  fact  that  the  portraiture  of  the  Byzantine  emperors  themselves  on 
their  coins  was  merely  representational,  apart  from  a  few  isolated  cases  when  a  real 
portrait  was  attempted,  it  must  be  considered  that  these  coin  portraits  of  Christ 
can  have  been  given  nothing  more  than  similar  treatment,  and  cannot,  therefore,  be 
relied  upon  as  adding  evidence  as  to  His  appearance  in  person.  It  must  be  admitted 
that  in  the  case  of  the  first  ‘  older  ’  head  portrait  of  Christ,  the  treatment  is  slightly 
more  realistic  than  the  contemporary  coin  portraits  of  Justinian,  and  may  point  to 
the  fact  of  the  engraver  having  an  earlier  sculpture  or  sketch  of  Christ  on  which  to 
base  his  work. 


During  the  10th  century  a  series  of  bronze  coins  was  commenced  which  again 
have  the  bust  of  Christ  as  the  type,  but  this  time  on  the  obverse.  The  represen¬ 
tation  is  of  customary  form  as  on  the  earlier  gold  coins,  and  it  is  often  accompanied 
>y  the  inscription  emmanoyel  (Emmanuel).  Although  refounded  as  a  Roman  city, 
^onstantinopolis  retained  much  of  its  Greek  background,  and  during  the  run  of  the 
lyzantine  coin  series  Greek  lettering  gradually  replaced  the  Roman  and  Greek 
wording  appeared,  and  so,  with  these  bronze  pieces,  the  familiar  inscription  “  Jesus 
Christ,  King  of  Kings  ”  is  now  found  fully  in  Greek — ihsus  xristos  basileu  basile. 

In  addition  to  these  representations  of  the  bust  of  Christ,  beardless  portraits 
are  found  from  Manuel  I  (1143-1180),  and  at  times  the  full  figure  is  shown  seated 
on  a  throne  or  standing.  Sometimes  on  the  obverses  He  is  to  be  found  crowning 
the  emperor. 

A  new  depature  as  a  type  was  made  under  Leo  VI  (886-912)  when  the  Virgin 
Mary  was  first  depicted.  The  treatment  of  the  type  is  tastefully  executed,  and  no 
doubt  of  the  attribution  is  left  by  the  fact  that  the  word  maria  is  found  over  the  head, 
and,  on  either  side  MP  6Y  which  are  abbreviations  for  MATHP  &EOY  (Mother  of 
God).  On  various  coins  of  this  and  later  reigns,  the  Virgin  appears  with  hands  raised 
or  outstretched;  nursing  the  infant  Christ;  or  holding  a  medallion  bearing  the  infant 
head.  Some  coins  of  the  series  also  show7  her  presenting  the  kneeling  emperor  to 
Christ  w7ho  is  seated,  and  others  depict  the  city  of  Constantinopolis  within  which 
is  seen  the  bust  of  the  Virgin  with  arms  extended.  Following  the  lead  given  by 
the  Lombardic  kings,  w'hich  will  be  mentioned  later,  representations  of  Saints  of 
the  Christian  Church  are  soon  to  be  found  :  these  including  Alexander,  Andronicus, 

•Jemetrius,  George,  Michael,  and  Theodore. 

Meanwhile,  in  the  West,  following  the  downfall  of  the  Roman  Empire,  amongst 
the  barbarian  peoples  who  had  spread  from  the  East,  new7  coinages  began  to  emerge. 
^  The  Ostrogoths,  Lombards,  Visigoths,  Burgundians,  and  Franks  each  produced 
4  coinages — mainly  of  gold — w7hich  were  more  or  Jess  copies  of  late  Roman  or 
Byzantine  prototypes,  and  thus  the  cross  and  other  Christian  symbols  appear.  At 
first  these  may  w7ell  have  had  little  significance,  but  as  Christianity  w7as  by  degrees 
adopted  by  these  barbarian  peoples,  the  fundamental  reasons  for  the  employment 
of  such  types  may  well  have  become  more  evident  to  them. 

On  the  Ostrogothic  coinages  of  the  6th  century  the  letters  no  standing  for 
nomine  domine  (In  the  name  of  God)  appear,  and  the  first  employment  of  a  Saint 
as  a  coin  type  seems  to  have  been  introduced  by  the  Lombardic  king  Cunincpert 
(688-700).  The  standing  figure  of  St.  Michael  is  found  on  his  coins  and  there  can 
be  no  doubt  of  the  correctness  of  this  attribution  of  the  type  as,  once  again,  the  name 
of  the  figure  depicted  is  found  as  an  inscription. 

The  coins  of  the  Franks  from  the  time  of  Clovis  who  founded  the  Merovingian 
dynasty  and  who  was  baptised  into  the  Christian  faith  on  Christmas  Day,  496, 
became  the  currency  of  the  whole  of  Gaul  as  the  Frankish  kingdom  in  the  north  of 
the  country  was  extended.  The  coinages  were  produced  not  only  on  account  of 
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the  kings,  but  also  on  behalf  of  feudal  lords,  and  Church  dignitaries,  and  thus 
the  Church  became  interested  in  the  issue  of  coins  from  which  profit  was  made, 
this  interest  remaining  for  a  considerable  period  and  assuming  important  proportions. 
The  Patriarchs,  or  Popes  of  Rome  themselves,  who  had  remained  a  steady  and  domi¬ 
nant  factor  from  the  late  Roman  times  and  throughout  the  barbaric  period,  struck 
coin  from  the  time  of  Pope  Hadrian  (772-795)  and  have  continued  to  do  so  (with 
brief  exceptions)  until  the  present  day. 


THE  ROYAL  MINT.

Chapter  XV  :  The  Mint  Engravers. 

The  provision  of  the  large  quantities  of  dies  required  for  the  recoinage  presente 
a  serious  problem,  particularly  as  the  whole  of  the  engraving  devolved  on  Jam 
Roettier  alone,  Norbert  Roettier  having  joined  his  uncle  in  France  in  1695  an 
Henry  Harris,  the  Chief  Engraver,  whose  skill  was  limited  to  seal  cutting,  “  never 
being  able  to  give  Mr.  Rutyer  any  assistance  ”  according  to  a  report  to  the  Treasury 
made  by  Mr.  Neale,  the  Master,  in  1696.  Moreover,  although  each  of  the  five 
country  mints  included  in  its  staff  an  “  Assistant  Graver  ”  at  £40  a  year,  the  duties 
of  this  officer  were  limited  to  the  care  and  polishing  of  dies,  the  dies  themselves 
being  in  all  cases  provided  by  the  Tower  mint.  In  May  1696  Roettier  addressed 
a  memorial  to  the  Treasury  stating  that  “  The  former  establishment  of  the  Mint 
was  2  mills  and  5  presses  which  Mr.  Rutyer  maintained  with  sufficient  dies  for  the 
coining  ...  for  which  there  was  £325  per  annum  payable  by  the  mint,  whereof  Mr. 
Rutyer  had  £175  and  the  other  £150  Mr.  Harris  keeps  for  himself,  Mr.  Harris 
never  being  able  to  give  Mr.  Rutyer  any  assistance.  There  are  now  added  8  mills 
and  1 1  presses  more,  and  the  said  Rutyer  hath  not  only  kept  all  the  new  mills  and 
presses  as  they  were  ordered  with  dyes,  and  will  oblige  himself  to  make  dyes  for  all 
the  other  mills  and  presses  that  are  ready  to  goe  to  work.”  He  stated  further  that 
“  he  must  employ  six  persons  in  the  said  work  to  assist  him,  whose  Sallarys  will  be 
about  four  hundred  pounds  per  annum,”  and  “  that  he  had  since  30  January  made 
350  pairs  of  dyes,  besides  puncheons  for  the  service  of  the  present  covnage,  and  hath 
born  all  the  charge  of  paying  the  workmen  out  of  his  own  pocket  and  never  receivei 
but  £43.  15./-  towards  the  same.”  The  £43  15s  represents  a  payment  of  2s.  6 
per  pair  of  dies  which  the  engraver  received  in  addition  to  his  salary,  the  latte' 
being  paid  in  respect  of  the  cutting  of  the  master  puncheons.  Subsequently, 
Roettier  claimed  payment  for  500  pairs  of  dies  supplied  to  the  country  mints  but 
£50  or  2s.  a  pair  only  was  allowed  for  these.  In  response  to  Roettiers’  appeal 
the  Treasury  agreed  on  25th  May  1696  to  give  “  Roettier  from  the  30th  of  January 
last  past  the  summe  of  eight  hundred  pounds  per  An.  for  himselfe  and  six  servants 
etc.,  during  this  present  coynage  including  therein  the  sum  of  £175  paid  by  the 
said  Thomas  Neale  to  ye  said  James  Roettier  upon  a  former  agreement,  ye  said 
£800  p.  Ann.  to  be  paid  by  Quarterly  payments.” 

Early  in  1697,  however,  both  James  Roettier  and  his  father  fell  into  disgrace  as 
the  result  of  the  investigations  of  the  Committee  of  Enquiry.  Amongst  the  charges 
made  against  them  was  that  “  the  committee  do  observe  that  old  John  Roettier  is 
still  continued  in  the  gravers  house  in  the  Tower  though  will  not  nor  did  ever  own 
the  king  or  do  any  one  thing  as  graver  since  the  Revolution  and  that  the  governor 
of  the  Tower  hath  declared  to  some  members  of  the  committee  that  he  is  a  dangerous 
person  to  be  in  the  Tower  and  that  he  would  remove  him  if  he  could.”  Also  “  that 
one  Hunter,  who  was  a  servant  to  the  moneyers,  conveyed  away  several  of  the  mint 
dyes.  That  it  appeared  either  a  connivance  or  a  great  neglect  in  the  person  entrusted 
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with  the  dyes  ”  and  further  “  that  the  said  Roettiers  are  not  only  violent  papists, 
and  refuse  to  take  the  oaths,  or  to  subscribe  the  Association,  as  by  law  they  ought 
to  do,  yet  they  still  continue  in  the  house  belonging  to  His  Majesty’s  chief  graver.” 

On  2  February  1697  the  House  of  Commons  ordered  that  “  all  Puncheons  Dyes, 
Presses  and  other  things  belonging  to  his  Majesty’s  Mint  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Rotier 
in  the  Tower  be  immediately  seized  by  the  officers  of  the  mint.”  Soon  after 
Roettier  was  suspended  from  office,  deprived  of  his  residence  in  the  Tower  and 
retired  with  his  father  to  the  latter’s  house  in  Red  Lion  Square.  His  emoluments 
as  an  engraver  of  the  mint  thereupon  ceased,  but  his  father  John,  who  survived  his 
son  James,  continued  until  his  death  in  1703  to  be  paid  the  grant  of  £450  a  year 
made  to  him  by  Charles  II. 

In  1700  Sir  Isaac  Newton,  who,  following  his  tenure  of  the  post  of  Warden  since 
fth  March  1696,  had  from  Christmas  1699  become  Master  and  Worker  consequent 
on  the  death  of  Thomas  Neale,  suspended  the  payment  of  the  allowance  to 
John  Roettier  until  the  authority  of  the  Treasury  had  been  obtained  to  this  allow¬ 
ance  being  charged  to  mint  funds.  This  suspension  evoked  a  petition  from  Roettier 
to  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  to  the  effect  that  he  was  disabled  in  his  hands  by  his 
extraordinary  service  as  engraver  to  the  mint,  and  especially  upon  the  alteration 
of  the  coin;  he  had  no  estate  or  employment  to  support  his  wife  and  children  and 
seven  small  grand-children  and  their  mother,  the  father  (i.e.  James)  being  dead. 
James,  it  appears,  had  died  in  1698  from  the  effects  of  a  fall  from  a  horse.  It  seems 
that  this  petition  led  to  a  sympathetic  reconsideration  of  John  Roettiers’  case  for 
not  only  was  his  allowance  of  £450  a  year  restored  to  him  but  he  was  also  re-instated 
in  a  residence  in  the  mint  where,  following  the  completion  of  the  recoinage  the 
Treasury  Papers  report  under  date  13  February  1700  that  “  the  mint  have  att  present 
twice  as  much  roome  as  ever  they  can  make  use  of  for  the  future,  and  it  is  very  well 
knowne  that  severall  of  their  houses  stand  empty  and  others  Rented  by  Persons 
no  ways  concerned  with  them.”  John  Roettier  died  on  17  June  1703  while  resident 
in  the  mint  and  was  buried  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Peter  ad  Vincula  where  his  name 
appears  on  a  brass  plate  “  John  Rotier  1703.” 

James  Roettier  was  succeeded  as  engraver  by  a  young  German,  Johann  Crocker, 
better  known  under  his  anglicized  appellation  of  John  Croker,  whose  appointment 
ted  from  the  27th  February  1697.  As  in  the  case  of  James  Roettier,  Croker 
deceived  £175  of  the  salary  of  £325  a  year  payable  to  Henry  Harris  as  Chief  Graver. 
Harris,  however,  continued  to  confine  his  work  to  seal  engraving  for  which  he 
received  fees  in  addition  to  the  balance  of  £150  which  he  retained  from  the  Chief 
Graver’s  salary.  Thus  on  18th  March  1700  the  sum  of  £810.  15s.  8d.  was  paid 
to  him  for  work  on  engraving  official  seals.  The  arrangement  under  which  £800 
a  year  was  paid  to  cover  the  additional  staff  necessary  to  maintain  the  supply  ol 
dies  during  the  recoinage  was,  however,  not  continued.  Instead  the  actual  wages 
of  the  staff  employed  were  paid  as  follows: —

in  all  per  weeke  £6.  14.  shillings. 
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In  December  1697  the  engraving  staff  was  increased  by  the  appointment  of 
John  Grillett  as  a  probationer  engraver  at  £50  a  year  but  he  was  replaced  in  December 
1698  by  Samuel  Bull. 

Henry  Harris  died  on  3rd  August  1704  and  the  matter  of  filling  the  vacancy 
formed  the  subject  of  a  memorandum  by  Sir  Isaac  Newton,  the  Master  of  the  mint. 
The  memorandum  states  that  the  Master  “  considering  the  inconvenience  the  mint 
suffer’d  by  having  Cutters  of  Seals  in  the  Chief  Graver’s  Place,  did  upon  his  suc¬ 
ceeding  Mr.  Neale  obtain  a  clause  inserted  in  the  Indenture  of  the  mint,  whereby 
the  Graver’s  salary  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  five  pounds  p.  Aim.  should  cease 
upon  the  next  voidance  of  the  place  in  order  to  a  new  Establishment,  the  Rotiers 
having  bred  up  no  new  Gravers,  and  Mr.  Harris  succeeding  them  being  only  a 
Seal  cutter  and  employed  Mr.  Croker  to  do  the  business  of  the  mint,  with  an  allow¬ 
ance  of  only  one  hundred  seventy  five  pound  p.  Ann.  who  is  at  present  a  very  abl 
Artist.  It  is  therefore  humbly  proposed  for  the  advantage  and  security  of  the  Co 
against  Counterfeiting  that  there  should  be  a  set  of  Gravers  constantly  brougli 
up  in  the  mint,  who  may  keep  to  the  same  way  of  working  and  propagate  their  Art 
to  Probationers  or  Apprentices  and  be  succeeded  by  them,  for  which  we  humbly 
propose  that  Mr.  Croker  be  made  first  Graver  of  the  mint  with  a  Salary  of  £200 
pr.  Ann.  That  Mr.  Sami-  Bull  and  Mr.  Gabrieli  Le  Clerk,  who  we  find  to  be  a 
good  Artist,  may  be  made  Assistants  to  the  Graver  with  the  Salerys  of  Eighty 
pounds  p.  Ann.  each.”  These  proposals  were  adopted  and  John  Croker  and 
Samuel  Bull  were  appointed  accordingly  from  3rd  August  1704  and  Le  Clerk  from 
the  following  Christmas  Day. 

The  effect  of  this  reorganisation  of  the  engravers  establishment  was  to  exclude 
seal  engraving  from  the  functions  of  the  mint.  For  the  coinage  dies  it  was  the 
practice,  as  the  first  step,  to  engrave  punches  in  relief,  the  Chief  Graver  usually 
preparing  the  obverse  punch  bearing  the  monarch’s  effigy  while  the  Under  Gravers 
prepared  the  reverse  punch  bearing  the  arms  or  other  device  and  also  the  letter 
punches.  With  these  punches  matrices  would  be  sunk  on  which  the  lettering  and 
other  details  would  be  punched  or  engraved  and  after  further  treatment  by  the 
engravers  these  matrices  would  be  used  as  dies  if  a  small  coinage  only  was  contem¬ 
plated.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  a  large  coinage  was  in  prospect  working  punches 
would  be  taken  from  the  matrices  and  used  for  sinking  the  working  dies. 

Seals  on  the  other  hand  were  generally  cut  direct  into  the  metal  which  in  t 
case  of  the  larger  seals  was  usually  silver.  It  seems  that  very  few  engravers  were 
capable  of  engraving  both  in  relief  and  in  incuse.  At  the  accession  of  James  I  in 
1603  Charles  Anthony  was  both  “  a  graver  of  our  mynt  and  seals  ”  and  by  royal 
warrant  dated  8th  May  1603  was  ordered  to  engrave  “  our  Great  Seale  of  England 
and  divers  other  Seales  as  well.”  For  the  coinage,  however,  the  instructions  to 
Sir  Thomas  Knyvet,  warden  of  the  mint,  were  “  to  order  Charles  Anthony  graver 
of  our  mint  to  cause  to  be  graven  irons  needful  for  striking  of  our  said  moneys, 
and  we  authorise  you  to  take  up  skilful  gravers  for  the  said  works  within  our  Tower 
of  London.” 

Briot,  who,  with  Green,  worked  at  the  mint  during  the  reign  of  Charles  I, 
appears  to  have  been  adept  in  both  forms  of  engraving  for  in  September  1626  a 
warrant  was  issued  to  him  “  for  making  a  Great  Seal  in  silver,  and  a  Privy  Seal 
and  Signet  in  gold,  and  a  Council  Seal  in  silver  for  the  Queen’s  majesty  ”  while  a 
patent  dated  16th  December  1628  gave  him  “  full  Power  and  authority  to  frame 
and  engrave  the  first  designs  and  effigies  of  the  King’s  Image,  in  such  sizes  and 
formes  as  are  to  serve  in  all  sorts  of  coins  of  gold  and  silver.” 

Thomas  Simon  was  appointed  by  Parliament  on  25th  April  1649  “  to  bee  sole 
cheife  Engraver  of  the  Mint  and  Seales  ”  and  was  granted  a  patent  by  Cromwell  on 
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9th  July  1656  as  “  sole  cheafe  Engraver  of  ye  irons  of  ye  moneyes  of  us  and  our 
successors  ”  together  with  the  sole  privilege  of  cutting  “  badges  of  honour,  seals, 
escutcheons,  stampes  and  armes.”  Also,  at  the  Restoration  Simon  was  not  only 
directed  by  order  dated  21st  September  1660  to  “  forthwith  prepare  the  original 
and  master  puncheon  and  charges,  as  also  some  dies  or  stamps  for  our  gold  and 
silver  coin  ”  but  he  also  prepared  the  Great  Seal  as  indicated  by  the  following 
document: — “  At  the  Court  of  Whitehall  the  17th  June  1663,  Present  the  king’s 
most  excellent  Majestie  in  Council.  This  day  Mr.  Symonds,  his  Mabes  graver 
presented  his  Mabe  with  a  new  Great  Seale  which  was  delivered  to  the  Lord  High 
Chancellor  of  England.”  It  appears  doubtful,  however,  that  Simon  despite  his 
excellence  as  a  craftsman,  possessed  the  facility  of  engraving  both  in  relief  and  in 
incuse  for,  according  to  Vertue,  he  “  actually  made  punches  for  every  purpose, 
being  extreme  ready  at  it  and  liked  that  way  much  better  than  cutting  inward;  nay 
that  time  lived  Martin  Johnson,  a  seal  cutter  whose  works  in  seals  are  very  good. 
Wad  he  did  cut  heads  of  persons  in  steel  seals  very  well,  but  was  of  opposite  temper 
or  practice,  for  he  would  not  make  use  of  any  puncheons  but  cutt  all  with  tools 
inward ;  he  was  so  averse  to  Simon  that  he  would  say  of  him  that  he  was  a  puncher, 
not  a  graver.” 


Following  the  death  of  Simon  in  1665  the  seal  engraving  work  seems  to  have 
devolved  upon  the  Roettiers  for  orders  dated  22nd  February  and  6th  March  1667 
were  given  to  John  and  Joseph  Roettier  “  to  make  a  new  Great  Seal  in  the  same 
form  as  that  nowr  in  use.”  For  coinage  work  the  Roettier’s  invariably  cut  punches 
in  relief  and  it  seems  likely  that  their  skill  was  limited  to  this  type  of  engraving  for 
their  account  for  the  Great  Seal  mentioned  above  included  items  “  for  making 
of  the  moulds  and  casting  of  the  great  seal  at  several  times.”  It  will  also  be  appre¬ 
ciated  that  an  engraver  who  was  expert  in  intaglio  work  would  be  inclined  to  prepare 
as  a  first  step  a  matrix  and  so  reduce  by  one  stage  the  production  of  working  dies. 

It  seems  clear,  however,  that  up  to  1 704  when  Harris  died  the  work  of  both  seal 
and  coin  engraving  devolved  on  the  mint  staff  of  engravers  and  when  Harris  applied 
for  the  post  of  “  Chiefe  Graver  of  the  Stamps  and  Irons  ”  in  1690  he  claimed  that 
this  post  “  formerly  belonged  to  the  Chiefe  Graver  of  the  King’s  Seals,  and  was 
performed  by  himself,  Servants,  or  such  able  men  as  he  cal’d  in  to  assist  him.” 

#The  effect  of  Newton’s  reorganisation  of  the  engraving  department  of  the  mint 
as  to  divorce  entirely  the  work  of  seal  engraving  from  the  functions  of  the  mint. 
Seal  engraving  was  now  undertaken  by  a  craftsman  not  connected  with  the  mint 
and  the  interest  of  the  mint  in  this  work  was  limited  to  advising  the  Treasury  as 
to  the  correspondence  of  the  fees  charged  with  those  formerly  paid  to  the  mint 
engravers.  Thus  Simon  was  paid  £200  plus  the  cost  of  the  silver  bullion,  about 
£30,  for  engraving  a  Great  Seal,  as  also  was  John  Roettier,  and  a  similar  fee  was 
allowed  to  John  Roos  who  became  the  Engraver  of  Seals  following  the  death  of 
Harris. 


The  mint  engravers,  however,  did  not  readily  accept  this  contraction  of  their 
functions  for  on  the  accession  of  George  I,  following  the  death  of  Anne  on  1st 
August  1714,  the  claims  of  Croker  to  become  Engraver  of  Seals  having  been  con¬ 
sidered  wTere  rejected  on  the  plea  that  he  was  “  not  an  Engraver  but  a  Jeweller, 
and  therefore  not  used  to  Engrave  Seals.”  The  memorandum,  contained  in  MS. 
Treasury  Papers  Vol.  CXCII,  No.  75,  proceeds  to  explain  “  that  for  the  Seal 
Engraving  another  King’s  Engraver  was  appointed  and  by  another  since  continued 
and  the  salary  retracted  and  instead  of  one  there  are  now  two  King’s  Engravers,  of 
both  which  none  could  do  the  work  of  Engraving  in  general.” 

Also  on  the  death  in  1726  of  Samuel  Bull,  Croker’s  assistant,  John  Rollo,  Rolles 
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or  Rollos,  a  seal  engraver  was  appointed  in  his  stead  but  a  year  later  he  was  required 
to  vacate  his  mint  post  on  being  appointed  Chief  Seal  Engraver,  a  post  which  he 
held  until  1745.  John  Rollo  was  succeeded  as  assistant  graver  by  John  Sigismund 
Tanner  who  became  apprentice  to  John  Croker  in  January  1729  at  a  salary  of  £80 
a  year,  Croker  being  then  described  in  the  petition  as  “  advanced  in  years  ”  and 
“  the  only  one  now  living  who  has  hitherto  made  puncheons  for  the  heads  on  the 
coins.”  Croker  died  in  1741  and  was  succeeded  by  Tanner  who  held  the  post  of 
Chief  Graver  till  his  death  in  1775.  Owing  to  failing  eyesight  and  other  infirmities 
Tanner  was  unable  to  engrave  the  dies  of  George  III,  this  work  being  undertaken 
by  Richard  Yeo  who  had  become  Second  Graver  in  1749  and  who  followed  Tanner 
as  Chief  Engraver  till  his  death  in  1779.  In  the  meantime  in  1771  Thomas  Pingo 
had  become  Assistant  Engraver  and  on  his  death  in  1776  he  was  succeeded  in  that 
office  by  his  son  Lewis  Pingo  who  followed  Richard  Yeo  as  Chief  Engraver  in  1779 
retaining  this  post  till  his  retirement  in  1815.  Lewis  Pingo  had  as  an  Assists rf&k 
Engraver,  Nathaniel  Marchant  who  was  appointed  on  9th  June  1797  and  wfPs8% 
not  only  held  this  post  in  the  mint  but  also  became  concurrently  Engraver  of  Seals. 

On  his  retirement  from  both  posts  in  1815  at  the  age  of  76,  he  was  succeeded  as 
Engraver  of  Seals  by  Thomas  Wyon  and  throughout  almost  the  whole  of  the  nine¬ 
teenth  century  the  engraving  of  the  official  seals  was  undertaken  by  members  of 
the  Wyon  family.  Other  members  of  the  same  family  filled  the  post  of  Chief 
Engraver  in  the  mint,  Thomas  Wyon,  junior,  son  of  the  Seal  Engraver,  becoming 
Chief  Engraver  in  1815,  William  Wyon  his  cousin  in  1828  and  L.  C.  Wyon  the 
latter’s  son  in  1851  until  his  death  in  1891.  G.  W.  De  Saulles  followed  L.  C. 
Wyon  and  he  engraved  in  1899  the  last  Great  Seal  of  Queen  Victoria.  In  1901  the 
Deputy  Master  of  the  mint  became  ex-officio  Engraver  of  the  Royal  Seals  and  from 
that  time  the  engraving  of  both  coinage  dies  and  official  Seals  once  again  became 
the  functions  of  the  Royal  mint. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Wyons  the  practice  of  engraving  puncheons  as  the  originals 
for  the  dies  was  abandoned  in  favour  of  matrices,  i.e.  the  design  was  engraved  in 
intaglio  instead  of  in  relief.  The  evidence  given  by  William  Wyon  to  the  Royal 
Mint  Commission  of  1848  is  of  interest  in  this  connection: — 

“  If  a  matrix  is  well  hardened,  and  you  succeed  in  making  one  good  puncheon 
you  may  get  100  puncheons  from  it;  and  the  matrix  is,  practically  speaking, 
haustible.  Again,  if  one  punch  is  well  hardened  and  succeed,  any  number  of  di4§| 
may  be  obtained  from  it.  I  am  in  the  habit  of  perfecting  every  puncheon  with  the 
graver,  thus  making  every  puncheon  an  original.  With  respect  to  the  dies,  similarly., 
every  die  is  perfected  by  the  graver,  relettered  etc.,  and  in  fact,  made  an  original  A 
before  it  is  hardened;  so  that  in  case  of  a  failure  of  the  original  matrix,  a  die  could  ™ 
be  converted  into  and  used  as  a  matrix,  so  as  to  obtain  puncheons  from  it.” 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  hand-engraving  of  original  coinage 
dies  has  been  superseded  by  the  use  of  the  reducing  machine  which  produces  a 
master  punch  in  relief  from  an  electrotype  copy  of  the  artist’s  relief  plaster  model.

A  New  Walthamstow  Token  (see  p.  153).  Tt  appears  that  Mr.  D.  W.  Evans  has  an 
unpublished  variety  of  the  Walthamstow  penny  of  1812.  Neither  The  Walthamstow  Tokens 
by  John  CoxalL  1927,  nor  the  Supplement .  1929,  gives  any  reference  to  a  1812  penny  with 
19  acorns.  It  would  be  interesting  to  receive  full  details  of  this  token,  so  we  could  add  same 
to  our  Supplement.— H.  Gordon  Chainey,  Walthamstow  Antiquarian  Society.

The  “  Meeting  at  Kineton  ”  Medal.  Early  in  February  1643  Henrietta  Maria,  Queen 
of  England,  sailed  from  Scheveningen  with  arms  and  men  to  reinforce  Charles  I,  who  had 
by  then  taken  up  quarters  in  Oxford.  London  and  most  of  the  eastern  counties  were  held 
by  the  Parliamentary  forces  and  Henrietta  had  to  disembark  as  far  north  as  Bridlington. 
Having  in  due  course  collected  sufficient  waggons  for  baggage  and  armaments  she  moved 
inland  to  York,  where  she  remained  for  three  months  whilst  a  route  to  Oxford  was  being 
reconnoitred.  In  early  June  all  was  ready  and  Henrietta  wTent  by  Pontefract  and  Torworth 
to  Newark,  where  she  remained  twro  weeks.  She  record?  that  at  this  point  her  force  con¬ 
sisted  of  3000  foot,  thirty  companies  of  horse  and  dragoons,  two  mortars  and  150  waggons 
of  baggage. 

Setting  off  again  she  travelled  by  Ashby  de  la  Zouch,  Croxall,  Walsall,  and  King’s  Norton 
to  Stratford  on  Avon,  where  she  was  met  by  Prince  Rupert  and  where  she  spent  the  night 
in  Shakespeare’s  great  house  of  New  Place.  On  the  next  day  she  at  long  last  joined  forces 
with  Charles,  who,  coming  north  from  Oxford,  had  reached  Kineton,  not  far  from  Edgehill. 
This  auspicious  and  long  awaited  meeting  was  the  subject  of  a  medal  by  Rawlins. 

The  medal  is  of  crude  workmanship  and  thin  for  its  size  (37  mm.),  as  it  weighs  only  twelve 
grams.  It  has  succumbed  more  than  usual  to  the  accidents  of  time  as  Hawkins  in  “  Medallic 
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Illustrations  ”  records  only  one  copy  as  he  states  that  the  specimen  previously  in  the  Bir¬ 
mingham  and  Midland  Institute  had  been  destroyed  by  fire  in  1879.  This,  however,  is 
incorrect  as  the  specimen  survived  and  is  now  in  the  Birmingham  City  Museum.  Indeed  in 
the  form  of  an  enlarged  photograph  it  graces  the  cover  of  the  “  Short  Guide  to  the  Archaeo¬ 
logical  Collections  in  the  Birmingham  Museum  and  Art  Gallery.”  It  may  be  that  after  this 
near  escape  a  copy  was  prepared  from  the  Birmingham  specimen.  The  copy  appears  to 
consist  of  two  electrotypes  very  neatly  fastened  together  so  that  good  magnification  is  necessary 
to  see  the  join.  It  is  lighter  in  weight  than  the  original  and  has  a  lower  specific  gravity,  pre¬ 
sumably  owing  to  enclosed  air. 

The  Kineton  medal  depicts  Charles  and  Henrietta  with  a  slain  dragon  at  their  feet;  above 
his  head  the  sun,  above  hers  the  moon  and  Pleiades;  Leg.  certivs  :  pythonem  :  ivncti,  mm. 
cross  composed  of  four  fleur-de-lis  (only  three  remaining  on  the  Birmingham  specimen). 
The  reverse  bears  the  inscription,  xm  ivl.  carol,  et.  mariae.  m.b.  f.  et.  h.  r.  r.  in.  valle. 

KEINTON.  AVSPICAT.  OCCVRRENT.  ET.  FVGATO.  IN.  OCCIDENT.  REBELLIVM.  VICT.  ET.  PAC.  OMEN. 
OXON.  MDCXLIII.  R. 

It  is  perhaps  of  interest  to  note  that  this  is  translated  by  Hawkins  as  “  The  auspicio^ 
meeting  of  Charles  and  Maria,  etc.,  in  the  valley  of  Kineton,  and  the  defeat  of  the  rebels® 
the  West,  on  the  13th  July,  form  an  omen  of  victory  and  peace  ”  and  by  the  BirminghaH 
authority  as  “  13th  of  July,  Charles  and  Mary,  etc.,  in  the  Vale  of  Kineton,  met  auspiciously 
and  in  the  shades  of  the  evening.  The  Rebellion  conquered  and  pacified.” — Professor  F.  Bell , 
Edinburgh. 

The  Worswick  Tokens  of  Lancaster.  With  reference  to  my  note  on  these  published 
in  your  issue  of  September  1954  I  am  now  able  to  supply  the  following  information  on  Thomas 
Worswick,  Sons  &  Co. 

“  In  the  year  1822  a  most  disastrous  event  occurred  in  Lancaster  reducing  many  to  penuary 
and  greatly  weakening  the  resources  of  the  generality  of  the  town  and  shaking  the  confidence 
which  is  so  essential  to  the  successful  carrying  on  of  trade.  The  calamitous  event  was  the 
failure  of  the  bank  of  Messrs  Worswick  &  Co.  in  Church  St.  Many  aged  persons  who  had 
their  hard  earned  savings  vested  there  were  brought  to  the  verge  of  beggary  and  a  great  stag¬ 
nation  of  trade  was  caused.” 

The  bank  which  took  over  from  Worswicks  (Dilworth  &  Arthington)  also  failed  in  1826. 
The  town  was  then  without  a  bank  and  many  opened  accounts  in  Preston  and  Kirkby  Lonsdale. 
This  proved  inconvenient  and  the  tradesmen  formed  the  Lancaster  Stockholding  Co.  now 
the  District  Bank. —  Tom  Hill. 


The  Establishment  of  The  United  States  Mint.  The  manufacturing  establishment 
of  the  mints  of  the  United  States  where  money  is  coined  under  conditions  imposed  by  Congress. 
They  are  under  the  charge  of  a  Bureau  of  the  U.S.  Treasury  Department  called  the  Bureau 
of  the  Mint.  The  Chief  Officer  is  called  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  whose  office  is  in  Washington, 
D.C. 

The  U.S.  Government  is  now  operating  two  coinage  mints,  one  located  at  Philadelphia  , 
Pennsylvania,  and  the  other  in  Denver,  Colorado.  There  are  assay  offices  under  the  Bur®Br 
of  the  Mint  in  New  York  City  and  San  Francisco,  California. 

The  first  U.S.  mint  was  established  at  Philadelphia  by  the  Act  of  Congress  April  2nd,  1792. 
It  was  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint  until  the  passage  of  the 
coinage  act  of  1873. 

In  1873,  the  Bureau  of  the  Mint  was  established  as  a  division  of  the  Treasury  Department 
and  the  mint  at  Philadelphia  was  placed  in  charge  of  a  Superintendent,  as  the  other  mints 
had  been.  The  Bureau  of  the  Mint  not  only  has  charge  of  the  coinage  for  the  Government, 
but  also  assays  at  fixed  rates  precious  metals  for  private  refiners,  and  collects  statistics  of  the 
production  of  these  metals  in  the  United  States. 

The  mint  in  San  Francisco,  now  operating  as  a  Refinery  and  Assay  Office,  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  1854  and  closed  March  31,  1955.  The  mint  at  Denver  was  established  as  an  Assay 
Office  in  1864,  and  was  made  a  coinage  mint  in  1906. 

The  mint  in  New  Orleans  was  established  as  a  coinage  mint  in  1835,  was  suspended  in 
1861,  reopened  in  1870,  and  coinage  discontinued  in  1910,  since  which  date  it  had  been 
operated  as  an  Assay  Office  until  July  1,  1942,  when  it  was  closed. 

Mints  of  the  United  States,  which  have  been  closed,  were  formerly  located  in  Dahlonega, 
Ga.,  Charlotte,  N.C.,  and  Carson  City,  Nevada.  The  mints  at  Charlotte  and  Carson  City 
were  operated  as  assay  offices  only  for  a  number  of  years  before  finally  being  closed. — Luther 
B.  Shelton  If  Knoxville,  Tenn .,  U.S. A.

A  few  notes  on  Admiral 
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Maundy  Thursday,  March  19th,  1818.  The  19th  instant  being  what  is  generally 
called  Maundy  Thursday,  was  observed  with  the  usual  ceremony  of  distributing  the  Royal 
Bounty.  The  custom  is  known  to  have  been  established  in  this  country  by  Edward  III  in 
the  year  1363,  when  that  haughty  king  actually  washed  tne  feet  of  the  poor  people  who  were 
relieved  in  imitation  of  the  humility  of  our  Saviour;  and  it  is  on  record  that  Cardinal  Wolsey 
afterwards  performed  the  same  ceremony  in  the  City  of  York.  This  observance  is  still  kept 
up  in  Portugal  and  other  Catholic  countries. 

The  name  Maundy-Thursday  is  derived  from  the  hand  baskets  which  were  called  (from 
the  Saxon)  maunds,  in  which  the  different  Christian  potentates  distributed  provisions  to  the 
poor.  1  he  number  of  persons  receiving  this  donation  corresponds  to  the  age  of  the  monarch 
and  there  were  therefore  80  of  each  sex.  The  distribution  as  usual  took  place  at  White- 
Chappel;  but  on  account  of  the  extra  staircase  being  built  from  the  ante-chapel  to  the  Royal 
closet,  for  the  Duchess  of  York,  a  temporary  erection  was  made  on  the  outside  in  Privy 
Gardens,  where  accommodation  was  provided  for  80  men  and  80  women  and  about  50  spec¬ 
tators,  where  two  cods,  2  salmons,  18  red  herrings,  18  pickled  herrings,  with  4  loaves  were 
given  to  each  person  in  a  wooden  bowl. 

After  the  fish  and  bread  had  been  distributed,  three  pounds  and  a  half  of  beef  and  one 
Pfaf  were  given  to  each  person.  The  Sub-Almoner  then  proposed  the  health  of  the  king, 
which  was  drank  in  ale,  in  wooden  cups.  In  the  afternoon,  the  ceremonies  and  additional 
Royal  Bounties  were  resumed  in  the  Chapel — soon  after  3  o’clock  a  procession  entered  the 
Chapel,  of  eight  yeomen  of  the  Guard  and  a  Yeoman-Usher,  one  of  the  Yeomen  carrying 
on  his  head  a  large  gold  dish  in  which  were  160  red  kid  bags,  which  aught  to  have  contained 
20s.  in  gold,  but  had  a  £1  note  each  and  also  white  kid  bags,  tied  to  the  others  with  white 
leather  thongs,  about  2  feet  long  in  which  were  pennies,  two  pennies,  three  pennies,  and 
four  pennies  in  silver,  amounting  to  6/8  being  as  many  pence  as  the  king  is  years  old. 

The  dish  containing  these  numerous  bags  was  placed  on  a  table,  which  was  covered  with 
a  clotn,  in  front  of  the  altar.  The  remainder  of  the  procession  consisted  of  the  Sub-Dean 
of  the  Chapel  Royal,  the  Sub-Almoner,  the  Lord  High  Almoners  Secretary  and  the  Groom 
of  the  Almonry.  Two  boys  and  two  girls  were  selected  from  St.  Margaret’s  National  School, 
for  their  good  behaviour,  by  the  Sub-Almoner,  and  with  the  gentlemen  were  decorated  with 
cambric-muslin  scarfs  and  sashes,  carrying  bouquets  of  flowers  and  preceded  by  a  gentleman- 
Verger  of  the  Chapel  Royal — after  the  first  lesson,  the  gentlemen  who  formed  the  procession, 
ascended  into  the  gallery  and  distributed  to  the  80  men  shoes  and  stockings.  After  which 
the  gentlemen  of  the  choir  sang  an  appropriate  piece,  after  this,  cloth  for  a  coat  and  linen 
for  a  shirt,  were  distributed  in  a  similar  manner.  An  appropriate  piece  was  again  sung — 
the  red  bags,  containing  the  £1  notes  and  the  small  silver  coinage  were  distributed  in  a  similar 
manner. 

The  Anthem  “  Who  is  this  that  cometh  from  Edom  ?  ”  was  sung  and  an  appropriate 
thanksgiving  and  prayer  was  then  read.  The  king’s  health  was  afterwards  drank  in  claret, 
out  of  wooden  cups,  by  the  gentlemen  who  performed  the  service  and  the  procession  then 
^turned  from  the  Chapel  and  dispersed. — Lincoln ,  Rutland  and  Stamford  Mercury ,  27  March , 
018  {sent  in  by  W.  O.  Blyth). 

Reflections  on  the  Gold  iVlarket  in  West  Germany.  The  West  German  banks  sold 
around  500  million  D.M.  worth  of  gold  coins  to  the  general  public  last  year. 

Although  a  certain  proportion  were  undoubtedly  sold  to  bona  fide  collectors,  according 
to  a  report  in  the  “  Deutsche  Zeitung,”  the  majority  were  supplied  either  to  speculators,  or 
to  persons  who  wished  to  convert  part  of  their  savings  into  gold.  Although  the  purchaser 
forgoes  the  right  to  the  high  interest-rates  payable  by  other  forms  of  investment,  he  possesses 
a  commodity  which  will  always  maintain  its  worth. 

Buyers  of  20  mark  pieces  had  to  pay  D.M.5.25  per  gram  fine  gold  content,  and  this  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  they  set  some  value  on  the  fact  that  these  pieces  have  acquired  a  scarcity 
value  due  to  their  shortage  on  the  international  market. 

The  cheapest  coin  on  the  market  was  the  Austrian  100  Kronen  piece,  now  being  struck 
from  original  dies  dated  1915  by  the  Austrian  mint,  which  sells  currently  for  D.M.  156.50, 
which,  taking  into  account  its  fine  gold  content  of  30.46  gm.,  means  an  outlay  of  D.M.  5.14 
per  gram. 

Speculators  tended  to  purchase  more  bullion  in  coin  form  than  in  gold  bars,  as  it  was 
much  cheaper — the  100  gram  bars  were  sold  at  5.25  marks  per  gram,  and  smaller  bars  at  a 
proportionately  higher  figure  per  gram:  ten  gram  bars  cost  57  marks  (5.70  per  gram).  To 
obtain  the  gold  at  a  cheaper  rate  than  by  buying  100  kronen  pieces  it  was  necessary  to  purchase 
kilogram  bars  at  5075  D.M.  each. — Condensed  and  translated  from  “  Frankischer  Tag?'  Bamberg ,

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Cambridgeshire  N.S.  A  paper  read  by 
G.  C.  Haines  entitled  “  Some  Historical 
Roman  Coins  ”  provided  a  most  interesting 
and  instructive  evening  at  the  C.N.S.  on 
March  17th. 

Dealing  in  the  main  with  the  coins  of  the 
Republic,  Mr.  Haines  took  the  story  of  the 
development  of  the  coinage  from  the  earliest 
times  with  special  reference  throughout  to  the 
many  and  varied  aspects  in  which  the  coin 
types  exhibited  historical  references.  In  this 
connection  a  number  of  specimens  were 
singled  out  for  explanation  and  mention  was 
also  made  of  the  many  historical  personages 
whose  names  are  to  be  found.  A  similar  treat¬ 
ment,  but  in  a  more  restricted  field,  was  given 
to  a  few  pieces  of  the  Empire. 

The  paper  was  illustrated  by  a  group  of 
excellent  lantern  slides,  and  in  thanking  Mr. 


Haines  for  his  paper,  Mr.  Oldman  said  how  A 
very  pleasing  it  was  to  have  heard  a  paper  so  ^ 
simple  and  straightforward  in  its  presentation, 
yet  full  of  hard  fact  and  a  wealth  of  detail  of 
great  interest. 

Hayes  and  District  Coin  Club.  At  the 

February  meeting  of  the  Hayes  and  District 
Coin  Club  J.  S.  Kay  gave  a  talk  “  Inscriptions 
on  Coins,”  with  acknowledgements  to  H.  C. 
Taylor  of  Winnipeg  for  the  use  of  his  notes 
on  this  subject. 

The  speaker  dealt  with  the  meaning  and 
origin  of  many  inscriptions  with  special  regard 
to  our  English  coins  up  to  the  present  day, 
and  illustrated  his  talk  with  many  coins  from 
his  own  collection. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  George  I  coins 
had  his  English  titles  on  one  side  (obverse) 
and  his  German  titles  on  the  reverse,  reading, 
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on  the  obverse,  georgivs.  d.g.m.b.fr.et.hib. 
rex.f.d.  (George,  By  the  Grace  of  God,  King 
of  Great  Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  Defender 
of  the  Faith),  and  on  the  reverse,  brvn.et.l. 
dvx.s.r.i.a.th.et.l.  (Brunsvicensis  et  Lune- 
burgensis  Dux  Sacri  Romani  Imperii  Archi 
Thesaurarius  et  Elector — Duke  of  Brunswick 
and  Luneburg,  Arch-Treasurer  and  Elector 
of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire),  while  the  inscrip¬ 
tion  on  our  present  coinage  has  diminished 
to — Elizabeth  II  Dei.Gratia.Regina.Fid.Def. 
(Elizabeth  II  By  the  Grace  of  God,  Queen, 
Defender  of  the  Faith).  Ind.Imperator 
(Emperor  of  India)  has  been  omitted  since 
1949,  and  Br.Omn.  (Britanniarum  Omnium — 
Of  all  the  Britains)  has  been  omitted  since 
1054. 

S*  collection  of  bank  notes  was  shown  by 
Wr.  C.  Norris;  one  note  of  £100  denomination 
being  a  “  Specimen  ”  note  submitted  for  a 
new  design  by  John  Leighton,  which,  how¬ 
ever,  was  not  taken  up  for  circulation. 

The  remainder  of  the  evening  was  taken  up 
with  members  showing  their  recent  acquisi¬ 
tions. 


Huddersfield  N.S.  Three  varied  papers 
were  given  at  the  March  meeting  of  the  society. 

George  Bowers,  of  Bradford,  supported  his 
talk  on  groats  with  a  fine  display  of  specimens 
from  the  inception  of  the  coin  in  the  reign  of 
Edward  I  and  touched  lightly  on  the  differ¬ 
ent  classes  and  groups. 

J.  E.  Miles,  of  Huddersfield,  who,  some 
years  ago,  was  hon.  secretary  of  the  South 
African  Numismatic  Society,  gave  a  breezy 
talk  on  the  coins  of  that  country.  When  King 
George  V  with  his  consort  and  the  twTo 
princesses  visited  South  Africa  in  1947  it  fell 
to  the  lot  of  Mr.  Miles  to  urge  the  Govt,  to 
issue  a  special  commemorative  crown  piece. 
Lr.  Miles  related  how  he  was  plagued  by 
^-collectors  to  assess  the  value  of  odds  and 
viids  of  coins.  A  pawnbroker  submitted  one 
coin  which  he  described  as  a  great  rarity. 

Why,”  he  was  asked,  “  do  you  consider  it  a 
I  rarity?”  He  replied  that  he  had  never  seen 
one  before.  “  Well,”  came  the  rejoinder, 
“  that  is  no  evidence.  You  probably  have 
never  seen  a  dead  donkey.  As  for  the  value 
of  these  non-rare  coins,  they  can  be  gauged 
precisely  on  the  basis  that  you  would  value  a 
house  or  a  horse.  They  are  worth  just  what 
you  can  get  for  them.” 

The  third  paper  by  J.  Sandwell,  of  Hudders¬ 
field,  gave  useful  and  detailed  advice  on  the 
photography  of  coins  without  the  use  of 
elaborate  equipment.  Sheets  of  coin  and 
medal  enlargements  were  passed  round  and 
aroused  favourable  comment. 


Kent  N.S.  Paul  Burnham  gave  a  talk  on 
“  The  Lion  of  Meissen  ”  at  the  Maidstone 
Museum  on  14th  March,  in  which  he  men¬ 
tioned  interesting  details  of  the  famous 
Meissen  groats  and  their  issuers.  The  first 


groats  wTere  struck  in  the  name  of  Wenceslas 
II  of  Bohemia,  as  this  was  the  most  convenient 
way  of  putting  on  the  market  the  silver  from 
the  rich  lodes  found  in  the  mountains  sepa¬ 
rating  Meissen  and  Thuringia.  The  groats 
with  the  rampant  lion  badge  of  Meissen  after¬ 
wards  became  international  trade  coins,  hence 
“  Lions  of  Meissen.”  Coins  were  exhibited 
by:  J.  W.  Bridge,  a  Venetian  ducat  of  Andrew 
Gritti,  1523-1538,  mentioned  in  “  The 
Merchant  of  Venice  ”  as  Shylock’s  coin; 
Gibraltar  medals  of  Queen  Anne  and  the 
Duke  of  Kent  by  E.  H.  Clark;  and  a  tetra- 
drachm  of  Alexander  the  Great,  and  di¬ 
drachms  of  Boeotia  and  Agrigentum  by 
J.  P.  Dadd.  J.  H.  Ingham  showed  a  Charles  I 
Tower  crown,  a  Newark  sixpence  and  a  Briot 
sixpence,  all  from  the  Carter  collection,  and 
Mr.  Newbury  a  Deptford  halfpenny  from  the 
uncracked  die. 

Lancashire  N.S.  On  February  12th  the 
Society  welcomed  as  guest  speaker  D.  G. 
Liddell.  His  subject  was  “  The  Provincial 
Mints  of  Charles  I.” 

By  way  of  introduction,  Mr.  Liddell  said 
that  in  his  opinion  the  coinage  of  Charles  I 
was  the  most  interesting  in  the  whole  field  of 
numismatics,  an  opinion  certainly  shared  by 
many  students  of  the  English  series.  In 
recent  years  increasing  popularity  has  given 
rise  to  more  detailed  study  of  the  various 
mints  and  their  output,  but  much  remains  to 
be  done;  in  the  case  of  certain  mints  material 
requires  to  be  collated,  complete  fists  of  coins 
compiled  and  contemporary  records  searched. 
Many  puzzles  remain  to  be  solved.  Was  the 
York  mint  opened  in  1629?  Were  the  coins 
with  mintmark  crown,  attributed  to  Combe 
Martin,  actually  struck  at  the  Aberystwyth 
mint  during  the  spring  of  1 646  ?  Did  the 
coins,  mintmark  A  or  B,  originate  on  Lundy 
Island  or  were  they  struck  on  the  mainland, 
perhaps  at  Appledore  and  Bideford  ?  Was 
there  a  mint  at  Hereford  or  in  the  Channel 
Islands  ? 

With  regard  to  the  details  of  the  coins  them¬ 
selves  and  the  quality  of  their  design  and 
execution,  Mr.  Liddell  showed  a  most  remark¬ 
able  series  of  slides  in  colour.  The  degree  of 
magnification  and  the  condition  of  the  originals 
not  only  made  it  possible  but  comparatively 
easy  to  follow  Mr.  Liddell’s  remarks  about  the 
origin  of  the  various  coins.  The  only  limiting 
factor  was  that  the  later  mints  were  of  such 
an  extempore  character  that  the  coins  were 
poorly  designed  and  ill-struck.  Even  speci¬ 
mens  as  minted  lack  detail  and  in  some  cases 
the  mintmarks  are  entirely  indecipherable. 

After  a  lively  discussion  as  to  the  original 
uses  of  the  coins  in  view  of  the  relative  numbers 
of  the  various  denominations,  the  evidence  for 
the  existence  of  doubtful  mints  and  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  a  peripatetic  mint  travelling  with  the 
Royalist  forces,  our  very  sincere  thanks  were 
offered  to  Mr.  Liddell  for  coming  to  Man- 
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Chester  in  spite  of  the  weather  and  giving  us 
so  much  pleasure  and  information. 

March  15th.  To  celebrate  the  25th  anni¬ 
versary  of  its  formation  the  Society  held  a 
members’  exhibition.  Members  of  neighbour¬ 
ing  societies  from  Merseyside,  Yorkshire  (two 
societies)  and  North  Lancashire  were  invited 
as  guests.  Many  factors  contributed  to  the 
success  of  the  afternoon.  The  exhibits 
covered  a  very  wide  range  of  coins  and  medals, 
paper  money  and  stamps  used  as  currency. 
The  exhibitors  included  many  foundation 
members,  no  less  than  seven  past  presidents 
taking  part,  but  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that 
exhibits  also  were  staged  by  members  who 
have  joined  within  the  last  year.  With  the 
increasing  demand  for  coins  and  the  rising 
prices,  collecting  has  changed  considerably 
during  the  lifetime  of  the  society;  many  fields 
are  closed  to  numismatists  of  limited  means 
and  as  a  result  new  collectors  are  seeking  to 
explore  less  beaten  numismatic  tracks.  Twenty 
years  ago  in  such  an  exhibition  more  emphasis 
would  have  been  placed  on  coins  of  Greece 
and  Rome,  the  whole  English  series,  Anglo- 
Saxon,  medieval  and  modern,  and  on  medals. 
Today,  outstanding  examples  of  all  these 
were  shown  side  by  side  with  ancient  and 
modern  coins  from  Europe,  the  Middle  East, 
the  Far-East  and  the  New  World,  coins  of 
the  Commonwealth,  non-regal  issues  and 
emergency  currencies. 

John  Shaw,  our  President,  who  himself 
showed  three  groups,  widely  varied  in  char¬ 
acter,  welcomed  our  visitors  and  for  over  two 
hours  the  noise  of  many  conversations  went 
on;  numismatic  questions  were  discussed  in 
every  corner  of  the  room  and  over  a  cup  of 
tea,  old  friendships  were  renewed  and  the 
foundations  of  new  friendships  laid. 

London  N.C.  The  Annual  General  Meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Club  was  held  on  Tuesday,  11th 
March,  1958,  at  St.  Bride’s  Institute,  E.C.4. 
The  President,  C.  H.  Allen,  was  in  the  chair. 
In  his  report,  he  described  the  past  year  as 
one  of  steady  progress,  with  meetings  being 
held  every  month,  and  good  average  attend¬ 
ance.  Membership  had  increased  slightly. 
Mr.  Allen  reviewed  the  year’s  activities,  in¬ 
cluding  the  auctions  and  the  10th  Anniversary 
Dinner,  and  paid  tribute  to  the  hard  and 
enthusiastic  w'ork  of  the  Committee  and 
honorary  officers.  He  looked  forward  to 
another  successful  year,  and  appealed  to 
members  to  assist  the  Club  by  offering  sug¬ 
gestions,  giving  talks  and  recruiting  new 
members. 

A.  C.  Fraser  read  the  Treasurer’s  Report, 
in  which  he  mentioned  the  additional  expenses 
incurred  because  of  the  increased  cost  of 
stationary  and  postage.  W.  Palmer  spoke  on 
the  work  of  the  B.A.N.S.,  on  which  he  is  the 
Club’s  representative.

Secretary  and  Treasurer,  A.  C.  Fraser;  Com¬ 
mittee,  Messrs.  Barnes,  Clayton,  Hawkins,

C.  Hailing;  Hon.  Auditor ,  J.  G.  Wilsdon. 

N.S.  of  Nottinghamshire.  At  the  March 
meeting  the  members  were  entertained  by 
papers  given  by  K.  G.  Forby,  and  H.  Pegg. 
The  first  paper  by  Mr.  Pegg  described  the 
official  pierced  coinage  of  William  III,  and 
will,  no  doubt,  make  some  members  do  some 
hard  thinking,  and  have  a  few  regrets  at  parting 
in  the  past  with  what  they  now  know  were 
interesting  relics  of  this  temporary  measure, 
which  preceded  the  great  re-coinage  of  William 
III.  Mr.  Pegg  remarked  on  the  shocking  state 
of  the  smaller  silver  coins  still  in  circulation 
at  this  period,  and  the  effect  their  withdrawg^ 
and  re-coinage  had  on  the  shilling  and  &&&* 
penny  denominations.  From  this  date  reguE^^ 
issues  of  each  were  struck. 

The  second  paper  by  K.  G.  Forby  related 
how  a  sixpence  of  Elizabeth  I  found  in  the 
grounds  of  a  local  Elizabethian  mansion  gave 
him  much  food  for  thought  and  reflection. 
The  result  was  read  to  members  at  the  meet¬ 
ing,  and  it  proved  fascinating  as  to  why, 
where,  and  particularly  how  much  that  little 
sixpence  bought  in  the  days  of  Good  Queen 
Bess.  A  common  enough  coin,  but  what 
matter.  Mr.  Forby  left  us  in  no  doubt  that  it 
had  given  him  his  money’s  worth,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  gave  us  the  idea  that  the  rarest  coins  are 
not  necessarily  the  most  interesting. 

After  the  usual  break  for  refreshment,  Mr. 
Pegg  gave  us  the  main  paper  of  the  evening 
on  “  Countermarks  on  Coins.”  It  was 

supported  by  examples  of  most  of  the  well- 
known,  and  some  lesser  known,  countermarked 
coins  ranging  through  the  years  of  numis¬ 
matic  history.  Before  giving  us  a  detailed 
account  of  these  interesting  pieces.  Air.  Pe^t 
stressed  the  fact  that  in  the  past,  count 
marked  coins  had  not  received  the  attentiWr 
one  would  expect,  but  study  in  this  field  was 
now  by  no  means  neglected,  though  much 
remained  to  be  finally  established  in  the  A 
Roman  early  Imperial  issues.  After  reflecting 
on  the  several  reasons  and  theories  for  Greek 
countermarks,  Mr.  Pegg  noted  the  division 
between  a  countermark  and  a  punchmark,  or 
bankersmark,  which  was  purely  a  guarantee 
for  continued  circulation.  With  the  Roman 
series,  countermarks  seem  to  have  been  put 
to  full  use  in  the  early  Imperial  issues  in  the 
West,  and  later  we  find  coins  of  the  Greek 
Imperial  autonomous  issues  of  the  second 
and  third  century,  bearing  marks  of  value. 
This  countermarking  of  the  autonomous 
issues  of  Asia  Minor  was  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  revaluation  to  bring  the  coin  into  relation 
with  the  gradual  depreciating  denarius,  but 
in  the  early  Imperial  issues  of  the  West, 
definite  conclusions  of  the  use  of  countermarks 
are  not  finally  established.  Though  the  marks 
are  obviously  official,  and  they  appear  to  be 
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localised  in  view  of  site  finds,  it  seems  fairly 
clear  that  their  use  was  temporary,  and  a 
measure  of  urgency  in  the  province  of  issue. 

Mr.  Pegg  described  the  use  of  countermarks 
on  many  other  series  of  coins,  including  the 
English  Colonial  issues,  and  concluded  with 
a  description  of  marks  and  their  provenance 
on  the  English,  Scotch  and  Irish  series. 

St.  Albans  and  Hertfordshire  N.S.  The 

March  meeting  of  the  society  was  held  at  the 
St.  Albans  City  Museum  commencing  at  7.30 
p.m.  on  the  5th  March.  The  speaker  on  this 
occasion  was  I.  D.  Brown  who  gave  a  talk  on 
the  “  Adventures  of  a  Shilling.”  This  was 
based  on  an  essay  by  Addison  written  in 
November  1710  and  which  gives  the  supposed 
fcjventures  of  an  Elizabethian  shilling.  Mr. 
Plown  first  read  the  tale  and  then  proceeded 
to  discuss  and  amplify  many  of  the  allusions 
contained  therein.  The  talk  covered  a  period 
of  from  approximately  1579  to  1699  and  was 
extremely  well  illustrated  with  a  balanced 
display  of  specimens. 

National  Numismatic  Congress,  1959. 

A  special  organising  committee  set  up  by 
the  society  reports  that  the  National  Numis¬ 
matic  Congress  for  1959  will  be  held  on 
Saturday,  June  20th,  at  the  Town  Hall,  St. 
Albans.  Further  details  are  not  available  at 


this  early  stage  but  the  committee  welcomes 
any  suggestions  or  criticisms  on  past  events.

Wessex  N.S.  The  March  meeting  of  the 
society  at  St.  Peters  Hall,  Bournemouth,  was 
well  attended  to  welcome  a  visit  from  G.  C. 
Haines.  His  subject  on  Roman  and  Byzantine 
coins  was  much  appreciated,  being  well 
illustrated  by  excellent  lantern  slides  which 
alone  conveyed  to  the  members  the  desirability 
of  collecting  coins  of  this  series,  when  his¬ 
torical  events,  whether  military  or  political, 
were  to  some  extent  incorporated  in  the 
designs  of  the  coins.  Mr.  Haines,  by  means 
of  a  graph  shown  on  the  screen,  explained  the 
rise  and  fall  of  the  silver  content  during  the 
Roman  Republic  and  Empire  Period,  and  to 
the  further  debasement  of  the  inartistic  coin¬ 
age  in  the  Byzantine  era.  These  designs  were 
quite  crude  in  comparison  with  the  portraiture 
of  the  Roman  Imperial  coinage  which  during 
that  period  reached  a  very  high  standard  and 
is  so  much  admired  today  by  numismatists. 

After  a  discussion  on  such  an  attractive 
subject  the  speaker  was  warmly  thanked  by 
Dr.  E.  Burstal,  the  Chairman,  for  giving  the 
members  such  a  pleasant  evening.
